Chinese Now 
Working. 
On Own Side 


By OUR OWN REPORTER 


Britain’s Charge d’Affaires in Peking has 
been instructed to protest against 
an. infringement of the Hongkong 
border by Communist Chinese work- 
men. 


A Reuter report from London quoted a Foreign Office 
spokesman as saying this last night. 


The spokesmun was re- 
ferring: to an official stale- 
ment issued in) Hongkong 
yesterday that a small party 
of Chinese workmen began 
repairs on both sides of the 
nurrow street in Shataukok 
Village in the New Terri- 
tories on Wednesday. 

The statement went on to say 
that the work w farted with- 
out prior consultation with the 
Hongkong Goyernment and had 
continued on Thursday, 


Own Half 


China had been told that the 
work “clearly infringed” upon 
the Britsh territories, 

This morning, the Chinese 
workmen are working on thelr 
own half of the maln street, 
but not on tho British half, it 
was lrarned. 

The strange Ilitle own, 
Shataukok, where an invisible 
border ling between China and 
Hongkong runs down the cen- 
tre of Its main street, was 
keyed up slightly on Wedneg- 


The residents on the Chinese 
side recently usked for the road 
tu be resurfaced in concrete and 
cement, and they started rebulld- 
ing their half of the streel in 
the lust few days. 

Some residents and — shop- 
keepers on the British side, ft 
wus reported, contacted officlals 
on the Chinese side and asked 
to. have the entire, road resurs 


faced, 
Didn’t Agree 

Between them, they came to 
nu omutual understunding that 
the residents and shopowners ou 
the British side would pledge 
{wo to three bigs of cement per 
shop while the actual work fell 
onthe shoulders of the Chinese 
side, : 

However, not all residents 
on the Britlsh side agreed to 
the scheme. Asa result, when 
work started on Wednesday, 
some of the opponents: phoned 
the. police of Hongkong. ‘ 
After the withdrawal of both 

the Chinese workmen .and the 
Hongkong police party the town 
returned to normal yesterday. 

According to the villagers, 
after the negotiations on Wed- 
nesday afternoon, the Chinese 
workmen resumed work late in 
the evening, 

Three to four hundred Chinese 
were said to have worked over- 
night. And work continued all 
day yesterday but the number 
of workers, Who are ordinary 
civilians, was reduced to about 
a hundred.

On meeting the three, i was 
reported that the fokt accosted 
the first man, and sold, “You 
are here again, elder brother. 
Plonse don't do it again.”

two big fires, one in 1651 and 
another in 1866 which broke out 
from an unoccupied house 
apposite the old Britlsh Hotol in 
Queen’s Romi West. 

Inspector de Silva, sald’ the 
fire was definitely the work of 
an incendiary. 

With Hghtning rapidity, tho 
fire spread and before it was 
extinguished, it had gutted 200 
houses on both sides of Queen’s 
Road West from Riach's Timber 
Yords to the huge coal dump
